This European 
speeies is very abundant on wet banks near Ilaneoek where it 
was diseovered by F. J. Hermann in 193(). On the Quincv Hill, 
Hougliton Co., no. 12735, Sept. 17, 1940. 

It is otherwise known in Nortli America only from New York, 
having been reported from Oneida Co. by House and from the 
('ayuga region by VViegand and hhimes. Suj)erficially it looks 
like J. balticus but the j)lant is (h'usely caespitose and glaucous 
and the inflorescence is more condensed.

Said to occur only in Newfoundland,’ Nova Scotia, Maine,- 
New York’’ and Ontario, wluM’e it is chiefly adventive from 
Europe. It was found in abundance in grassy borders of U. S. 

Highway 41.

First tinu‘ re|)orted for tin* mainland of Kt'weenaw Co., Michi¬ 
gan. It has be('n repoi’ted by others from various parts of 
Michigan. H. 4'. Darlington la'ported it from the Poi’cupiiU! 
Mountains and Cooper from Isle Hoyale. My sincere thanks

pygiiiaea.
